'Recipe foii Preserving Meat.— As 
warm weather has come at last, the 
following by a writer in the N. Y. 
"Tunes" will prove both seasonable 
and serviceable. There is no ijood 
reason why farmers and their families 
should eat so much salt pork leaving 
all the fresh meat to the inhabitants 
of cities and villages, when the fol- 
lowing method will keep meat fresh 
for weeks even iu the warmest weath- 
er. 1 have ttied if for several years. 
As soon a.-, the animal heat is out of 
tho meat, sl.ee it up ready , for coot, 
ing. Prepare a large jar by scalding 
it well with hot salt and water. .Mix 
salt and pulverized saltpetre. Cover 
the bottom of the jar with a sprinkle 
of salt and pepper. Put down a layer 
of meat, uurtukle with salt and pepper 
the same as if it was just going to the 
table, and continue iu this manner un- 
til the jar is full. Fold a cloth or 
towel and wet it in strong salt and 
water in which a little of the saltpetre 
is 4 dishplved. Press the cloth closely 
over the meal and set it iu a cool 
place. I'm- aire and press the clot h in 
tightly as each layer is removed, and 
your meat, will keep fur months. Then 
drain off all the blood that oozes 
from it. It will be necessary to change 
the cloth occasionally, or take it off 
and wash it iirst iu cold water, then 
scald iu halt and water as at lir.-d. In 
this way farmers can have fresh meat 
all the veai' round, f have kept beef 
that wits hilled the l'Jtli of Feb. till 
the 21st of Julio. Then I packed a 
large j.ti of real in the same way dur- 
ing" the flog days, and it kept six 
weeks. The recipe alone is worth the 
price of any newspaper in tho land.

Populations dt tho World. 

A paper was read before the Man- 
chester (England) Statistical Society a 
short timo ago, calling attention to 
tho researches of the German Statisti- 
cians Bebin and Wagner, with respect 
to tho population of the world. Of 
tho many estimates of tho number of 
inhabitants of the globe, none are ac- 
counted trustworthy. In 18(15, Vov- 
sius estimated that there were 6,000,- 
000,000. Behm and Wagner set down 
tho number at the present time at 1,- 
391 ,0:50,000. The subjects of Victoria 
aro rated at 300,000. 000. Russia has 
a population of 82{000;QJ[)0. In- 
dia, supposed to bo the most 
populous country on the globe, has 
probably 300,000,000. China is said 
to have 400,000,000 inhabitants, but 
tho estimate is undoubtedly grossly 
exaggerated. The population of South 
America has been checked by internal 
discord. In Paraguay there is said to 
have been an actual loss of 337,000, 
An estimate based upon the growth of 
Great Britain and the United States 
gives to tho former country in tJie 
year 2,000 a population of 01,000,000 
and to the latter of 140,000,000. 

It seems after all that the gentleman 
from Zanzibar has come to Englrnd 
on business.' He has lost £12,000 a 
year by the "treaty'' with the English 
— a treaty signed under tho moral 
suasion of Admiral Cummings' guns — 
and his navy has been destroyed by a 
hurricane. What ho desires is that 
tho English, by way of indemnity for

This is not 
sought by way of charity, but to main- 
tain his authority and to carry out tho 
provisions of tho treaty against the 
opposition of his chiefs, develop com- 
merce, make roads inland, and pro- 
mote generally the prosperity of tho 
country ho rules over — and. of course, 
that of the Englishmen and English 
subjects who trade there.

New Canadian Tariff. 
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fOttawa Times.] 
A good deal of discussion has taken 
place regarding tho manner in which 
the Government of British Columbia 
has betftiof Jate treating the_ Indian 
tribes to whom reservations have been 
made in that Province, and the con- 
clusion which is naturally drawn from 
the arguments. used on both sides is 
that tho redskins have not been com- 
plaining without somo good cause. 
Schello, Chief of Sechelts, and a de- 
puty from the Chains, gave a state- 
ment of their grievances to a Victoria 
journal recently t fiom which it appears 
that Dr. Powell, Indian Commission- 
er, sometime ago had had an inter- 
view with Sch'elle, promissing each 
member of tho tribe a reservation of 
eiguteon acres. Since that time, how- 
ever, the whites arc said to havo con- 
tinued to encroach upon tho Indians, 
until the latter have not land enough 
left them to afford pasturago to tho 
cattlo and produco food for tho peo- 
ple. Great dissatisfaction Las been 
caused, too, by tho announcement 
that only two acres would bo reserved 
for each instead of eighteen, as it was 
alleged had been originally promised. 
They contend that two acres is not 
enough, and Schello looks for trou- 
ble, unless tho determination to re- 
duce tho reservation to this extent bo 
abandoned, and tho grant first pro- 
mised adhered to. Tho industry, mor- 
ality, and general good behaviour of 
the Sechelts iy attested to by all who 
come in contract with them. They 
cultivate their land, rear cattle, and 
attend church regularly twice every 
Sunday. It appears to have been the 
cause of a good deal of jealousy that 
a neighbouring tribe, the Musqueams, 
have been dealt with very liberally, 
getting presents of farming imple- 
ments and horseB; but Scheile profes- 
ses to hold all theso things in con- 
tempt, and only insists that faith shall 
be kept with his people in regard to 
the extent of their reservation. He 
lays ■ claim to a particular district 
near what is known as the Sechelt 
Portage, whore the tribo have been lo- 
cated for years, and which indeed they 
regard as their own. The Chains havo 
a complaint almost similar in terms. 
There appears, indeed, to be a grow- 
ing distrust in the promises of white 
men on tho part of tho Indians of 
British Columbia, which has arisen 
largely out of the granting by the j 
Government of tho Province of pre- I 
emptions and timber leases which en- i 
croach upon tliem. Wo havo been I 
especially careful in Canada to eulti- i 
rate the good will and friendship of 
the Indian population, and wo have j 
been admittedly successful. Peace 
and good will have not been bought at 
the expense of bargains which were 
not advantageous to ourselves, but 
rather have amicable relations been 
maintained, because wo havo always 
kept tho strictest good faith with 
them. It would be a jji t y should the 
Government of British Columbia do 
anything which would tend to abate 
the confidence with which tho abori- 
gines havo come to regard Her Ma- 
jesty, "the Great Mother," and the 
Governments of Canada and Great 
Britain. Tho statement given here, 
in substanco tho grievance of which 
the two tribes mentioned complain of, 
is only the case as represented by ono 
of the parties. It is not unfair to as- 
sume, however, that it is largely true, 
as there have already been complaints 
of the Indian policy of Mr. Walkem 
and his colleagues. Probably, now 
that their attention has been directed 
to the subject by tho press of the 
Province, as well an by disinterested | union 
parties outside, they may do something 
towards re-establishing that Indian 
confidence in British faithfulness 
which they havo helped to shako by 
their course in the" past.

Famine in Iceland. 

TOURTEI1N THOUSAND PEHRON8 MADB DESTI- 
TUTO 1JV THS VOLCANIC ERUPTION. 

Mr. Eirfkr Magnusson, Lub-Librar- 
ian of tho University Library, writes 
to us from Cambridge: "Iceland has 
this year been visited by a calamity in 
the stiauo of a volcanic eruption (in 
character and extent almost identical 
with that of 1788; which proved the 
doath of 14,000 beings), the inevitable 
consequences of which will be famine 
and destruction of human life on n 
largo scale unless timely aid should 
bo forthcoming. A largo number of 
■ tho most prosperous country districts 
in tho island was laid waste in tho 
course oi four hour.') Inst. Easter Mon- 
day by being covered with scoriaccous 
sand, pumice and volcanic ashes. The 
inhabitants havo hud to fly fur life, 
with their stock, into districts not yot 
uffectod, tho pastures of which have 
boon charitably placed fit their dispos- 
al by their respective owners; but be- 
ing many timos overstocked, they are 
yielding only very famishing suste- 
nance. In private lotteni which 1 havo 
just received from tho distressed parts it 
is caloulatod that pastures to tho extent 
of from 2,500 to 3,000 square miles have 
■boon destroyed, which supplied tho no- 
oessary food for 10,000 sheep, 2.000 oattle 
and 3,000 lioraos. 'Che spread of the du- 
trees into those very districts whoso chui i- 
-, ,ly in supporting the hrst sufforors is it- 
solf increasing the ovil to an alarming ox- 
toht r bo', that any aid, to be effectual, 
rnnBt make provision not only for tho 
Instant wanta of tho people, but also for

Tuesday, ,Tu ly 27. 

Mr. Drake then called Uio Hon. Attor- 
ney Oenoral, who deposed that it was 
positively decided that coiupeusiition be- 
ing optional, it would bo givon in eases 
woro no other appointment was availa- 
ble. Had the usual rulo boon followed 
in Mr. VowoH's ease, tho amount duo to 
him would have been small, as constables 
wore not entitled to compensation, and 
the greater part of his time of BOrwiee was 
in the capacity of constable. Witness' 
ovidence was similar to that of t lira Fi- 
nance Minister and the Provincial Sec- 
retary, as to the time taken in travelling 
from Kootenay being too long, also as to 
tho report that petitioner was going 
stock-raising. Witness also said that 
petitioner considered himself badly treat- 
ed, and said he would rather tnk.c oom- 
rjensatiou than go to Cassiar, but witness 
told him it would bo better lo remain in 
tho service and take his chance of pro- 
motion; petitioner also complained thai 
the Slot) paid him for travelling expen- 
ses was inadequate. Witness considered 
tho settlement as final, otherwise the 
Omideca appuinttnont would hiivo boon 
revoked. l'utitiouer wrote vLnlo at 
'Omineca that tho district was going 
down, so that tho post might be g ivcu up 
and said he intended to claim months' 
salary, and allowances from tho time of 
leaving Kootenay until the roceivi ng the 
Ouiiuecii position. Thought Vowoll 
must have known that the district was in 
a failing state and that the Government 
could not offer more than £2500. "Witness 
advised petitioner to go to Omineca. and 
writo a letter stating the expenses of the 
post, and no had no doubt I [sat the 
writer would be treated fairly. So far 
as witness knew no such letter hiitl been 
written. With respect to petitions r'sslinal 
dismissal, when ordered to <k8siar, 
Mr. Vowell cilled on witness the 
day the steamer was to sail, and 
said that he could not gjfl for 
that salary, nnd also wanted further time; 
witness warned liira that this was erjuiva- 
lent to leaving the servioo and fo rfeiting 
all claim to compensation, Told shim it 
was absolutely necessary that r» Gold 
Commissioner should go up by that boat, 
and ntter further conversation Vowell 
said that he had favorable news from the 
Cape, and he thought ho would go there 
and declined fo go to Cassiar at 82500. 
Petitioner bad not hinted at anything of 
the kind before, and witness was aston- 
ished and annoyed at it. Inconsequence 
of this refusal, Vowell received tlmo usual 
notice which beseems to have taken as 
a dismissal ; respecting the Marsb.il] or- 
der, it was not paid in consequence of 
advice to th it effect given by Mr, Vowell 
himself. When petitioner was served 
with a numinous on account of the: order, 
ho asked witness what he should do, and 
witness told uim he bad better pay it at 
once without incurring costs; witness was 
certain that ha warm'. I petitioner *liat be 
•would have Lo pay all costs if theco was a 
suit about it, as the Government 1 m< t d« 
olined t<> ] iy it on his own advice, Vowell 
said he thought §150 was enough, and to 
end the mutter witness advised the Gov- 
ernment to pay clot) and also tho s550 due 
to Brice nn I Smith, andthercbye lose the 
lunacy i latter altogether except thw cost 
of tho suit. This view of tho mat tor was 
disputed by Mr. A. H. Itobersoai, who 
said ha had ri .'eived the 820-1 in satisfac- 
tion of the order, nnd that the claim of 
Ihdce mid -smith still remained uu_su tiled. 
Considei able argument took place upon 
this point. Tho witness deny ied the 
liability of the Government for liriue and 
Smith s r!aim the payment of^wlaich ho 
had advised simply as a matter of grace 
nnd to get rid of the matter. 

The ■ videnoe being olosod, the Court 
adjourned till 11 Wednesday, 

Wf.dni siuv, Ju ly 28. 

Mr. Uiske for the Government, after a 
few remarks respecting the manner of 
pleading on oases of tho nature of that 
before ' the Ootirl and Ihe inc-tliod 
of procedure in which there were uo 

ruh >l" u imlr them, said that the pttltiun 

must he taken as a declaration raising 
three distinct issues, first, that peti- 
tioner was appointed to Kootenay for one 
year by a special contract anil wrongfully 
dismissed. Secondly, that ho va»sj ap- 
pointed to .'iiiunei.a at a salary of §ii000 a 
year and wrongfully dismissed. Tho !ld 
issue waV an ordinary money account of 
indebtedness. The Government entered 
n demurrer to tho 1st and 2ml couiiits and 
joined issue on all. Counsel m miuwor 
tq Ej.is Lordship quoted authority as to 
the tight ui tho Government to tliis me- 
thod of procedure, Mr. Drake Bapposed 
jt would nol be denied that tho Qo'vern- 
meiit ultra] s had the power of tie- missing 
(His Lordship called attention to the 
foot that the position taken by the Coun- 
sel for the petitioner was that it was open 
to the Government t-.i make a specific 
ftgreemr nt, and that this was the caHO in 
this instance) Mr. Drake contended 
that no proof had been given of \Tr, Yov- 
pll*B appointment either us Btifiendary 
Magistrate or as Gold Commissioner at 
jJppU'njiy. lie bad produced a letter 
frt>Hi Mr. MoCreight offering hint the 
pOBltiou, and says bo saw his naimo in the 
fiatrtm, but, no Act had been piuwod ill 
this Province giving to the (/ (Mat'** adver- 
tisements any character beyond that of 
any other newspaper, and wliilo admitt- 
ing that petitioner bad noted in the 
pp.papity claimed be submitted thai thoro 
rjo ofiicial ovidence of l>is appoint- 
ment, which there ought to be lo (estab- 
lish a Bpepiflo eontinot. He oonamented 
on petitioner's own evidence and ob that 
of Dr. Ash, and contended that tl io latter 
was conclusive as to Vowell's from tho 
parvice at the time of his leaving- Kooto- 
y,.y. ite maintained that pot iti oner's 
behavior in taking so rone; a lime on tho 
road down and bin demand for -compen- 
sation on his arrival woro inconsistent 
with Lis claim that ho hud not b«ou dis- 



missed. Ho claimed that tho demurrer 
should bo supported us the contract bad 
not boon proved. Respecting the Omin- 
eca apooint men t Counsel declared ~ that 
tho ovidence that the post was accepted 
fit a salary of S250Q was clear. This was 
proved by tho evidence of the petitioner 
who liad expresses his discontent at the 
amount, and by tho Attorney General 
who had told hint the amount and ex- 
plained why it was so small. Counsel 
contended that it did not necessarily fol- 
low that because a sum was named in tun 
Supply Bill for a certain otlice that tho 
executive would bo obliged to pay the 
whole of that amount, and read frcui it a 
paragraph stating that sums which re- 
mained unexpended after a certain date 
should bo null and void, which ho main- 
tained implied that somo liberty was al- 
lowed in expending them. (A good deal 
of law was quoted hero.) 

His Lordship, commenting on the theo- 
ry raised by Counsel that Mr. Vowoll's 
acceptance of the salary at 82500 was sufli- 
ciont to close this part of the case, said 
that- a mere verbal agreement could nol 
override the law. Ho could not consider 
that any proof could be shown of pro- 
mises to enlarge the salary. The Attor- 
ney General distinctly said that the 8150 
paid for the travelling expenses was in 
full of nil I'emands on that Bcore, ond 
that if it hud not been accepted tho 
Omineca appointment would havo been 
revoked. Counsel asked could (ho pe- 
titioner now, after making the settlement 
como into Court and say that he only did 
so to mislead tho Government and get the 
Omineca appointment, and alter all sue 
for tho full amount. 

Mr. Drake denied all liability, assert- 
ing that the item of $204 and the $5U 
paid to Brioo and Smith were alike be- 
yond tho petitioner's authority, and as to 
the expenses of defending tho suit in re 
the $204 draft they ought never to havo 
been incurred, and petitioner had not 
taken the proper course in tho matter 
which was undoubtedly to have paid the 
draft and then made u claim against tho 
i i in m oment. The Executive had paid 
8201 out of §280 due altogether on this 
matter, and ho thought petitioner had 
been liberally treated. If tho Govern- 
ment were compelled to pay for all the 
mistakes committed by their subordinate 
officers they would soon have no funds 
left. [ His Lordship -"Nothing left to pay 
for their own." Laughter] Counsel 
claimed judgment for his clients on all 
the issues. 

Mr. A. R. Robertson, after a few words 
in answer to Mr. Drake on tho maimer 
of pleading, contended that Mr. Vowell's 
appointment was under nu Act of 18(57, 
and maintained thattbis fact removed the 
case altogether from the operation of the 
ordinary rules, and argued that his client's 
hiring being a general ono for no speci- 
fied time he would necessarily bo entitled, 
as iu alt cases of general hiring, to notice 
of dismissal or compensation if the dis 
missal were without cause. [Here again 
a great deal of law was quoted |. Petition 
er'd counsel said that his client had no 1 
commission at Kootenay; the defendants I 
did uot allege that ho had any, and as no 
proof could bo shown of any hiring for 1 
any specific time tho hiring, he con 
tended, must bo considered as general 1 
and subject to the usual practice iu such 
eases, as no such words us "during 
pleasure" could bo found in Mr, Mc- 
Creigbt's letter which was the only ovi 
donee of appointment, except tho gazet- 
ting, shown by either side, if there was 
a dismissal, petitioner would bo entill d 
to such damages ns his lordship might see :
